Orders and Conditions of Sale—Please order EARLY, with order legible and sep- 
arate from body of letter, with name of Postoffice, County and State, and how you 
wish packages directed on the ORDER. 

Long specified lists are subject to special prices. Needed specifications as to age, 
size, style, etc., state on the order, to save the time of referring to previous corre- 
spondence. 

Particular varieties named in order cuenieven as far as practicable. Orders for- 
bidding substitution we fill so far only as we can supply the sorts specified. 

Prices—At the prices quoted herein, 5 will be furnished at ten rates, 25 at hun- 
dred rates, and 250 at thousand rates. 

Prices herein quoted are limited to the fall of 1906 and are subject to change with- 
out notice. 

Packing—Prices do not include packing. Packing carefully done in boxes, mostly, 
sometimes in bales or parcels, for which we charge moderately; for large boxes, 8 
or 9 feet by 2%, three of which usually hold 1,000 5 to 6-feet apple—$2.50 each, and 


packing extra. Trees per carload, when loaded in bulk in box cars, no additional

charge for additional labor, lumber and material used. 

Shipping—Our regular fall packing season ordinarily opens about October ist and 
continues into December.

In absence of particular directions, we forward to the best of our judgment; but 
in no case do we assume any responsiblity after consignment to purchaser, unless 
for our own mistakes. When losses occur by detention en route, claims should be 
made on the carriers immediately.
